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FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COLUMBIA 
INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF. . 


Columbia Institution fob the Deaf, 
Kendall Green, Washington, D. C., August 31, 1913. 

Sir: The number of pupils and students remaining in the institu¬ 
tion July 1, 1912, was 92; admitted during the year, 39; admitted 
for the school year 1913-14, 55; total, 186 (102 males, 84 females). 
From July 1, 1912, to July 1, 1913, there were under instruction 72 
males and 59 females, a total of 131, of whom 77 have been in the 
collegiate department, representing 24 States, the District of Colum¬ 
bia, and Canada, and 54 in the primary department. Of these, 38 
were admitted as beneficiaries of the District of Columbia. During 
the fiscal year 27 were discharged from the institution by graduation 
and othorwiso. 

A list of the names of students and pupils who have been under 
instruction in this institution since July 1, 1912, including those 
admitted for the school year 1913-14, will bo found apiiendeilto this 
report. 

HEALTH. 

Excellent health has [irevailed during the year among the students 
and pupils. There have been two cases of measles. One operation 
for tho removal of tonsils was successfully performed. All now 
pupils and students were carefully examined on entrance' to discover 
serious physical disturbances. All regular employees engaged in 
the institution dairy work were carofullv examined and found in 
excellent health. 

CHANGES IN THE CORPS OF OFFICERS ANH TEACHERS. 

Mr. W. H. Arras, physical director, has resigned to take up other 
lines of work and has been succeeded by Mr. Julius J. lloimark. 

Mr. Melville Ballard, a successful teacher for over 40 years in the 
and tho first graduate of our collegiate uopartmont 
died m December, 1912. Ills position was filled tcrnpocarily by Mrs. 
George Landick and has now been filled by the aiipointmont of Miss 
Grace D Ely, an experienced teacher from tho Iifaryland School for 
the Deaf. Miss Elizabeth Palmer has resigned, and Miss Maud II. 
Poet, of the Western Now York Institution for Deaf Mutes, has been 
appointed instructor to fill her position. Mrs. 0. A. 11. Orossley has 
been succeeded by Mrs. E. A. Frey as matron of tho Kendall School 
boys. 

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

The course of instruction has been carried out as reported last year. 
There is a growing demand for work in agriculture, poultry raising, 
dairying, and chemistry from tho young men of tho college and for

domestic scionco from the young women. Not many of our graduates 
can hope to obtain positions as teachers of the deaf, because of the 
increasing demand for hearing teachers. 

Instruction in the above subjects has been given as well as possible 
with the limited means at our command. A small increase in our 
appropriation is asked for to provide for a regular instructor in 
agriculture, and for the maintenance of the increasing number of 
students. Ilcgular work in domestic science should bo provided for 
at an early day for the young women of the college.

ESTIMATES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 

1015. 


Tlie following estimates for the fiscal year omling June 30, 1915, 
linvo already been submitted: , • •, , 

For the support of tlie institution, including salaries, and incidental 
expenses, for books and illustrative apparatus, and for general repairs 
and improvements, $82,250. . , 

For repairs to the (luildings of the institution, including plumbing 
and steam fitting, and for repairs to pavements and roadways within 
the grounds, $7,500. 

For the removal of the college women’s dormitory and the con¬ 
struction, equipment, and furnislung of a new dormitory to replace 
it, and for necessary repairs to walks and grading of grounds adjacent 
to said dormitory, $85,000. . , • 

For special repairs and improvements in the lighting, heating, and 
power plant ami system, $21,000. 

Our central licating and lighting plant has been in operation 10 
years. When it was built the old piping and fixtures in the various 
buildings, some of which have been in use for over 30 years, were 
liooked up to the now mains. Tlie installation of new piping and of 
the vacuum system would add greatly to the efliciency of tjio plant 
and decrease the cost of fuel. At present there is no provision for a 
central hot-water heating system, which would be a more economical 
and efficient manner of supjdying hot water than the present separate 
and independent plants in various buildings. 

One of our dormitories, two school buildings, and the dairy barn 
are not fully supplied at present with electric light and power, though 
the plant is capable of furnishing enough current to do this. 

Twenty-one thousand dollars is asked for to bring our power and 
heating plant up to date, supply power and light at our farm, install 
central hot-water heating, the vacuum system, and complete the 
wiring and lighting of recitation buildingH and dormitories. All those 
changes would add both to the economy and efliciency of operation 
of the plant. 
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TJie prossitif' need for a now dormitory for our college women has 
been sot fortli in former reports. TJiis need is now greatly increased. 
The building now in use is overcrowded, in poor repair, and very dan¬ 
gerous in case of lire. The immediate replacemetit of tliis dormitory 
witii a modern structure is the most urgent need of our institution. 

Nearly all the buildings of tlie institution are old. With the in¬ 
creased cost of labor and material, and the urgent need for improve¬ 
ment of fences, walks, aiul roads, the sum of $.5,000 for special repairs 
and improvements granted during the past few years is not sufficient, 
and an increase of $2,500 is asked for. 

In tlie past three years the increase of students and pupils in the 
institution has been about 30 per cent. The increase in prices of 
foo(i, materials, labor, etc., has been 5 to 10 per cent. The increase 
in our appropriations for current expenses and repairs in that time 
has been less than 2 per cent. 

A very reasonable increase of .$3,500 in current expenses to provide 
for additional instruction and maintenance of the largely increased 
number of students was asked for for tlie fiscal year now passing. 
Tiiis increase was not granted. In consequence it will be hardly 
possible to avoid a dcricicncy during the present fiscal year. As a 
still larger number of students may be expected next year, an increase 
of $3,500 in current expenses will iindountedly be necessary, and the 
estimate for this has been submitted. 


INVENTORY OF PROPERTY. 

An inventory of all movable property of the institution except linen 
and crockery was completed during the year. A now and more 
complete inventory for the fiscal year 1913-14 has been begun.

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KEGULATIONS. 

I. The academic year is divided into three terms, the first lieginning on the last 
Ihnrsday in September and closing on the 24th of December; the second beginning 
tlie 29th of December and closing the next to the last Friday in March; the third 
beginning the following Monday and closing the Wednesday before the last Wednes¬ 
day in June. 

II. The vacation is from the Wednesday before the last Wednesday in June to 
the last riuirsday in Se]itembcr.
